BIRD MIGRATION 


—— 
Some Extraordinary Instances of 
Thelr Travels 


The ornithologists tell us that birds 
are not so invariable in thoilr migra- 
tory habits as most persons suppose. 
If for instance, the season is warm, 
or their is sufficient food for them 
in the north, the birds are late start- 
= south. 

evertheless, the month of October 
{s a sort of starting-point in the re- 
cords of the ornithological societies. 
But it is not infrequently the case 
that birds that migrate in large num- 
bers on October 8lst one year, have 
either not arrived or have passed 
south earlier on the corresponding 
date of previous years. 

The Accidental Visitors’ List, kept 
by the London Zoological Society, is 
a record of all birds observed in 
Great Britain and on the British 
coasts that are not indigenous to the 
British Isles, but have flown thither 
from the Continent. In England, na- 
turalists, ornithologists, lighthouse- 
keepers, masters of vessels, coast- 
guardsmen, farmers, and several 
country genilemen gladly report 
strange birds which they may ob- 
serve, and give the date and circum- 
stances of the observation. An ex- 


}amination of ‘The Accidental Visitors 


List reveals many curious happen- 
ings. 

Birds native to eastern Ciberia and 
China, North Africa and the arctic 


|regions have thus been observed in 


Great Britain. An extraordinary in- 
stance was that of a Canada owl that 
alighted in an exhausted condition on 
board a vessel off the coast of Corn- 
wall in .1830.. The bird was 80 fatig- 
ued with its Jong filght across the 
Atlantic that it offered not the slight- 
est resistance when handled by the 
sailors. A Carolina cuckoo was shot 
in Wales in lebruary, 1831, by Lord 
Cawdor. In 1831 an American wood- 
duck was killed at Dorking, England. 
In 1872 three specimens of Cassin’s 
snow-goose, a native of Labrador, were 
seen on the west coast of Ireland. 
The American societies have also a 
record of five individuals of this spec- 
jes shot in Chesapeake Bay in 1871. 
The London Zoological So- 
ciety also maintains an accidental vis-

RUSSIA'S STATE RAILWAYS 


Nearly a Million Passengers Defraud- 
ed Government in a Year 


The statistical report of the State 
Railways of Russia just published 
shows by an amusing array of figures 
that for some people, at least 1. costs 
little indeed to travel by rail in Rus-) 
sia. Among the disinissals and pun- 
ishments inflicted In the course of a) 
year, 815 guards and 138 subordinates 
dismissed, and 6,675 guards and 10,-| 
473 others fined, are all catalogued as | 
having helped wayfarers along without 
cufficient regard for the law, which 
decrees that journcys by railway in 
Russia shall be paid for. 

But these odd 20,000 punishments 
can scarcely be said to meet the! 
needs of the case, as in the course of | 
a year nearly a million passenccrs de- 
frauded the State Railways manage- 
ment. The exact number is 904,118. 
Altogether as much as $550,000 was 
found to be due for fares unpaid. 
Nearly half the money ‘was paid at 
once, a quarter was paid later of free 
will, and for the payment of the rest 
the authorities were compelled to go 
to law. 

Naturally most of the guards and 
subordinate employees received slight 
commissions from the passengers 
they helped. Calculating that only 
a third, or at the higlest estimate a 
half, of the cheap travellers are 
caught, the effect on the railway bal- 
ance-sheet must be very considerable. 
It is amusing to note, however, that 
for the tims being te department ex- 
presses itself almost satisfied. In 
earlier years, it is explained, the num- | 
ber of passengers without tickets who 
got off free was much greater.

Stefansson Explains “is Strictures 
on Eskimo Question. 

The chapter opened by Christopher 
Columbus in 1492 is about to be closed 
Wy Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the Cana- 
dian explorer, if his forthcomi ex. 
pedition to the north works ou 
cording to schedule. Said Dr, Stefans- 
son recently: “If I succeed in dis, 


covering the ‘unkhown land lying 6. | 


the north of the Dominion within the 
Arctic circle, and I have every hope 
of success, the last area of unexplor- 
ed land on the face of the globe will 
have been discovered.” 

Dr. Stefansson has been a close stu- 
dent of the Eskimo and Northern In- 
dian, and is not at all satisfied with 


the work the missionaries are doing | 


in the north. In fact, the explorer 
holds the opinion that the efforts of 
the missionaries to civilize them must 
be blamed to a great e~‘ nt for the 
pe that these races are fast dying 
out, 

“T have no intention of minimizing 
the work of missionaries and mis- 
sions, and I am in general sympathy 
with the purpose of the missions,” 
said the traveler. 

“While missionaries are undoubted- 
ly sincere, there are certain details of 
their methods which are cleatly at 
fault, and I fear that the reason is 
that the mission boards at home do 
not fully realize the conditions exist- 
ing among the natives of the frozen 
north. ile the missionaries are 
doing much good among tue Kkskimos 
they are also doing some positive 
harm. The harm should be reme- 
died. In my experience of mission- 
aries, they all do what they consider 
best for the spiritual welfare of the 
people, and insofar they are no doubt 
carrying out exactly the intentions of 
the mission boards. But when _ it 
comes to the physical welfare of the 
people, then some of the missionar- 
ies, although they have the kindest 
possible hearts, are doing much less 
good than any ordinary non-medical 
man should be expected to do if he 
were properly instructed ty the board 
under which he is working. In order 
words, I feel sure that if there were 
on the mission boards competent 
medical men to map out the medical 
program of the missionaries, not so 
much with regard to the treatment of 
diseases which already exist, as to 
the prevention of diseases which are 
about to come, then the missionary 
would do a great deal more than he 
is doing now, for there are certain 
serious contagious diseases which the 
missionaries in’ their kind-hearted 


manner deplore, but Which they are |

“For instance, many missionaries 
are encouraging both Indians and 
Eskimos in the north to cease living 
in tents and to build permanent 
houses, with the result that tuber- 
culosis is making terrible ravages 
among them. I have known some 
missionaries, however, who have done 
exactly the opposite of this. Mr. 
Marsh, the Church of England. mis- 
sionary at Hay River, on the Great 
Slave Lake, was one of the few whom 
I know who seem to be thoroughly 
alive to the danger of allowing the 
natives to live in pereesnent Senpes, 


and he is doing all in his power to 
earlier habits of living in wigwams. 


“The Mission Boards l¢ave too 
much to the personality of the men. 
If they have a good, wise man he 
does good, wise work on his own ini- 
tiative. If the man fails to be wise, 
then he is pretty much left to his 
own devices, and the results are not 
so desirable. I don’t want to commit 
myself at all as to which is the best 
Church, but I do believe that 1.2 
Roman Catholic Church has a much 
better missionary organization than 
any of the others. Their work is along 
unifofm lines.” " 


\ “High Graders.” 


A departure from ordinary custom 
was made by the Ontario provincial 
police last year to counteract the 
“high graders,” who during the past 
few months exerted unwonted efforts 
to smuggle Northern Ontario ore in 
large amounts through to the U. 8. 
The Department has kept account of 
the weight seized by the constables 
in all parts and has recovered in all 
about 206 pounds, valued at $2,463, 
and producing 4,149 ounces of fine 
silver. 

Some very interesting methods. were 
resorted to by both men and women 
to bring the material in a crude state 
out of the region, Several used spe- 
cially constructed duck bags which 
fitted in a natural manner about the 
body, and when loaded merely added 
to the corpulence of the individual.

Production and Quality. |

to quality. This is unfair to the 
farmer who markets good clean fresh 
eggs. To pay as much for good as for 
bad eggs is but one way of encourag- 
ii.@ carelessness in the handling cf 
this extremely perishable product. It 
is, in large measure the cause of the 
enormous loss which th» Canadian 
egg trade now sustains—a loss or 
shrinkage varying between 15 to 20 
per cent., which means that for every 
thirty dozen cases marketed, there 
is @ loss equivalent to the value of 
about five dozen eggs. 

This is a tremendous toll, and adda 
greatly to the cost of handling this 
product and has also the effect both 
of reducing the price to the farmer 
and increasing the price to the con- 
sumer. It therefore, is evident that 
the greatest boon to those concerned 
in the production, handling and con- 
sumption of eggs would be to elimin- 
ate this loss, 

It has been long proven that the 
loss is entirely needless and could 
easily be overcome if the farmer and 
the handier would simply take better 
eare of the product and get it to mar- 
ket more frequently. Heretofore, bad 
eggs have commanded the same price 
as good eggs. The question ot quality 
has not been a consideration. It, 
therefore, is evident that so long as 
such an entirely antiquated and un- 
business-like system prevails there 
can be little or no hope for any im- 
provement in the general quality cf 
this product. Educational work alone 
would be entirely ineffective. To rem- 


| edy this most unhealthy condition of 


the trade, it becomes imperative to 
hold out some financia] inducement 
to the farmer and country dealer to 
place their eggs upon the market in 


| as fresh a condition as possible. This 


can be done simply by paying more 
for good eggs than for inferior eggs 
and paying nothing for any which are 
absolutely bad and unfit for food. 
Both the Ontario and Federal Gov- 
ernments have been for some 
strongly endeavoring to induce the 
egg dealers to change their system of 
“case count” gpayment to that of 
“quality payment.” Quality payment 


which involves the grading of eggs 


consists of paying for each separate | 


grade according «> its real value. At 
recent meetings, which were held to 
consider this question ‘‘quality pay- 
ment’’ was not adopted but a step 
in the right direction was taken. The 
dealers committed themselves to buy 
eggs on a loss off basis which means 
that there will be no payment made 
for eggs which are bad and unfit for 
consumption. 

This, indeed, will be welcome news 
to both the producer and consumer. 
By means of this measure production 
will be encouraged. The production

As ‘the latter alter- 
native is not only cheaper, but also 
much more effective, it is of consider- 
able economic interest to the farmer 
to know how these wood-preserva- 
tives are applied 

Creosote, a dead oil of coal tar, !s 
perhaps the best preservative for this | 
purpose, as it does not dissolve out of} 
the treated wood, when in contact 
with moist earth It costs from 
eight to fifteen cents per gallon. 

There are two methods of applying 
the creosote but before either method | 
can be applied {t is necessary to have 
the posts well seasoned if the best re- 
sults are desired. This seasoning fs 
best accomplished by peeling the bark 
from the posts and then stacking them 
in loose piles in the open air for sev- 
eral months, so the amount of water 
in the wood may be reduced to the 
smallest per cent. possible. 

The Brush Method consists in ap-| 
plying the creosote like a coat of 
paint to the lower portion of the post, 
up to a point six inches above the 
ground line, the creosote being first 
heated to one hundred arid eighty de- | 
grees Fahrenheit. Two or more}

FOREST TERROMS, 


British Eyplorer Tells of Ctrange Ex. 
periences In South America.

cold snap — the temperature 

from 90 4 47 degrees or thereaboute— 
is frequent in the dry season, and 
such a hardship that th» sun-loving 
native during the continuance of the 
low temperature rarely leaves his hut 
or hammock. All is still in the forest, 
not an animal moves from its Wi 
the birds huddle dumbly among 
topmost branches of the trees, the 
silence of the swamps is unbroken by 
the usual ‘‘music” of the frogs, the 
leaves of many trees and shrubs close 
together, many crumple up and d 
and all nature appears in a state 
suspended animation. The soil of the 
couhtry, he said, was wonderfully fer- 
tile, and with very little toil returned 
a harvest out of all proportion. 

In the forest, and on the smaller 
rivers, life was made almost unbear- 
able by insect pests. Ants were met 
with everywhere; they swarmed over 
one’s person in hundreds, and most 
of them bit most savagely. There was 
one kind of red ant, called itashi, 
which lived in trees named palosantos, 
hollowed out by themselves, and their 
bite was like a touch with a red-hot 
iron. If anyone inadvertently touch- 
ed or leaned up against one of these 

alosantos, the ants swarmed out on 

im instantly, and his life for hours 
afterwards was a long-drawn-out mie- 
ery. There were other ants, 11-2 
inches in length, which lived in the 
forks of trees. One soldier was in- 
capacitated for several days by a bite 
from one of those, ; 

Vampire bats came out into the 
open spaces at dusk, and mules were 
particularly liable to attack from 
these Llood-suckers, whicn ‘artened on 
the animal’s throat and resisted alll 
the poor beast’s efforts to dislodge it. 
These animals suffered much from 
these creatures, it being no uncom. 
mon sight to see their throats covered 
with blood at dawn. Men were liable 
to be attacked by them, the part chos- 
en being the great toe, and the na- 
tives kept a lamp burning all night in 
their huts as a protection against at- 
tack. Snakes were common enough 
in the forest itself, and in the streams, 
but though they killed one or two 
nearly every day, no one was bitten.’ 

In the region of the Rapirran the 
“coral,” one of the most beautiful 
and also one of the most deadly spe- 
cies, abounded so did the jararaca 
and jaquiraboya, both deadly, the for- 
mer of which was known by the name 
of ‘‘the lazy snake,’’ from its indol- 
ence and obstinacy. It stretched it 
self in the sun and refused to move 
for anything short of actual prodding. 
Indian soldiers assured them that 
these snakes preferred to die rather 
than move out of the way of fire. 
Spiders, horrible hairy creatures, 
with bodies six inches 
sometimes met. One of their men was 
stung or bitten by one of these when 
out shooting; his foot, where he was 
bittea.) became very inflamed and 
broke out into raw patches. He had 
to be left behind, as they were on the 
march, and when they sent for him 
tiiree weeks later he was still limping.

He also says that it is a 
great mistake that the whole weight 
of the clothing should hang from the 
waist, especially when the latter is 
sheathed in a rigid corset. He holds

In “representative institutions” the 
crown has no more a veto on 
legislation, but the Home Government 
retains the control of public officers. 
Cape Colony, New Zealand and Tas- 
mania are representative institutions. 
In responsible governments the crown 
has only a veto on legislation, and 
the Home Government no control over 
any public officer except its own re- 
presentatives. 

In the 18th century England had in 
operation the system of colonization 
which she has ever since pursued. 
After the fall of Quebec in 1759 
France gave 7, her efforts to retain 
Canada, and in 1763 Newfoundland 
and the present provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario were ceded by the Bour- 
bon King to Great Britain. At that 
time England, or, rather, the East 
India Company, possessed India, and 
England owned the Bermudas and 
Jamaica, but lost the Bahamas. 

The loss of her American colonies 
by the treaty which followed the sur. 
render of Cornwallis stimulated the 

, activity of Great Britain toward ac- 
quisition of territory in other parts 
of the world. 

England reacquired the Bahama 
Islands in 1783. The first British set- 
tlement in the Antipodes was made in 
1788, when England transported 850 
convicts to Port Jackson (now Syd- 
ney). For many years Australia was 
the site of penal colonies only. Grad- 
ually these were reinforced and fin- 
ally overwhelmed with reputable em:- 
grants from England, until now the 
commonwealth of Australia dating 
from January 1, 1901, and consisting 
of New South Wales, Queensland, 
south Australia, Tasmania, Victoria 
and western Austraiia, is practically 
an independent vovernment with a 
population of 5,000,000 people, an 
army of 33,000 men, and a navy of 21 
ships.

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THE HOT WATER BAG. 


How to Mend Holes In This Very Use- 
ful Article. 

It is best not to entirely All a rubber 
hot water bettle. -When partly full 
rest it on something and press the top 
down wntil (he water rises In the veck, 
then screw on the top. Jbis drives 
out the air and keeps the water but 
longer. A hot water beg will last much 
longer If at first it is well greased 
inside with olive of) or vaseline, 

To mend a rubber bag first inflate 
with air and then fasten the cork se 
curely. Now take a rubber band, melt 
it over a fame and apply while plustic 
to the torn place. A snail hole may 
be covered in this marver. If you 
have a small piece of thin sheet rubber 
beat this also and paste over the gum 
while it is still hot. Adhesive plaster 
will also mend it neatly. There is also 
a rivet which is used for mending pur- 
poses. It bas a flat bead on one side, 
and the stem is threaded to secure a 
bur on the opposite side. 

To mend rubber goods whicb are not 
subject to extreme beat melt gum tis- 
sue in chloroform. Apply one piece 
and when that hardens place a second 
and then a third layer, allowing each 
to dry thoroughly before applying the 
other, This makes a thin pateh which 
is durable. 

Do not throw the wornout hot water 
bag away, but cut it in round or oval 
pieces and use as mats to put ander 
your flowerpots. 

In the absence of a hot water bottle 
or bag a common flannel bag, made in 
“a convenient size, with a drawstring. 
will serve in ordinary ailments such as 
toothache, earache and other minor 
pains. Fill with hot sand or salt. It 
is safer than a cheap rubber bottle, 
just as efficacious and much handier 
to use, Keep a balf dozen on band. 

A hot plate wrapped in paper and a 
soft towel will retain heat until the 
proper articles can be secured. Old 
magazines heated In the oven make a 
good substitute for a bot water bottle. 
They hold the heat nearly as long and 
can be used under the back, where a 
hot water bottle would not lie well.

IS IT “LAZY MAN’S WAY?” 


Use of Commercial Fertilizers Discuss- 
ed For and Against. 

Mr, Fullerton, who, with bis wife, is 
the “head and front” of the Long Is- 
land experiment farms, discourses as 
follows on the use, or, rather, abuse, of 
commercial fertijizers. In answer to 
the question, “Aren't you ever going to 
use fertilizer, Mr, Fullerton?” he said: 

“Bless your souls, yes. Didn't I use 
fertilizer when I plowed that rye un- 
der? Next fall I am going to put on 
about ten tons to the acre of manure 
again, and 1 am going to turn under 
crimson clover, vetch and rye on every 
square foot I can get planted. 

“Then I shall use lime for a sweeten- 
er, for we now can afford the lime a 
little time to work, Next summer when 
I am putting in a second and third 
crop on the same ground I shall prob- 
ably use blood and bone meal. 

“Don't misunderstand me. 1 think 
chemical fertilizers are bully for old, 
wornont land, but it would be like ‘car- 
rying coals to Newcastle’ to put them 
on virgin soil. 

“The craze for chemical! fertilizer bas 
gone too far. There are places where 
they have put it on so heavy (with the 
theory that if one ton is good two tons 
will be better) that they bave chemical 
laboratories, not farms. * All chemical 
fertilizing is ‘lazy man’s way. He 
claims he will not bave weeds, so will 
save cultivation. Weeds are the farm- 
er’'s best friends. They force him to 
cultivate, and Iack of cultivation is the 
crime of modern farming. If they'll 
pile some old manure on that ground 
now and so liberate through decompo- 
sition the various component parts of 
the chemical fertilizers they will have 
farms again.” 


SMOKING OUT THE BUGS. 


Fumigation a Good Way of Getting Rid 
of Henhouse Pests. 
Fumigation 1s a means of reaching 
germs and insect life in the air of the 
room and in the cracks and crannies 
of the woodwork, says the American 
Cultivator. ‘The house or room should 
be tightly closed and all fowls exciud- 

ed during fumigation. 

A simple method ts to burn the snl- 
phur candles now sold at stures deal- 
tng in poultry suppics, ‘Yhe fomes of 
brimstone may also be produced by 
burning in a metallic basin (such as 
an old iron kettle) a number of rags 
previously soaked in melted sulphur. 

Sulphur may be mixed with a little 
alcoho! or kerosene oi! and burned, or 
it may be sprinkled upou live coals 
placed ip a chafing dish. ‘The house 
or room should be kept closed for sev- 
eral hours and then opened as thor- 
oughly as possible to allow the wind 
to drive out any remaining trace of 
poisonous gas. 

In fumigating by buroing substances 
be careful not to set fire to the build- 
ing. Remember also that in most 
eases the substances which are used 
are polsonous to human life and to 
fowls. Curelessness in tbeir use or in 
leaving them about where chick or 
child can get at them may have dire 
results. 


How to Preserve Eggs, 

Dip fresh eggs, one at a time, in bot 
melted paratiin, enough to cover the 
egg. Take out immediately with wire 
tongs muade for that purpose of baling 
wire, let paraffin barden and dip quick- 
ly again, reversing egg. Let cool. 
Wrap each egg separately in waxed or 
paraflin paper. Wrap carefully, so as 
not to scratch or break the coating. 
Pack cold in tin fruit cans and seal 
with paraffin, which excludes the air. 
Eggs so canned air tight will keep sev- 
eral months, the parattin baving closed 
the pores in the shell. WKéep in a cool 
Place and tabel can, “Handle with 
care.”—Farm and Vireside,

into a mold and set on ice to freeze. 
Honey udge.—Boil tegether a cup- 
ful each of sugar and milk until it 
forms a soft ball if tested in cold 
water. Add a cupful of honey and boil 


until the misture can be tested as be 
fore, Then add a put of butter aud a 
tublespoonful of vinegur. Mix all to- 
wether and pour into shallow tins to 
cool 

Quite a variety of appetizing yet most 
nourishing dishes can be evolved with 
the aid of junket tablets 

Chocolate Junket.—Dissolve half a 
cupful of sugar in a quart of lukewarm 
milk. Melt two squares of chocolate. 
add half a cupful of warm milk and 
bring to the boil. Remove from the fire 
immediately and add remainder of the 
milk, quarter teaspoonful of vanilla 
and one dissolved junket tablet. Stir 
well and pour into small fancy cups to 
set. Now take half a cupful of thick 
cream, add a few spoonfuls of sweet- 
ened milk and beat till quite stiff. 
Beat the white of one egy tll you can 
cut it and add slowly to the beaten 
cream. Vour the cream mixture over 
the junket just before serving and dec- 
orate with crystallized cherries 

Junket With Coffee Flavor.—Pour 
half a pint of boiling water over two 
ounces of coffee. Take a qnart of milk 
sweetened to taste; add the clear boil- 
ing coffee, which should make it luke- 
warm. Add one junket tnblet. stir well 
and pour into a glass dish. Serve with 
whipped cream on the top. 

Cocoanut Junket.—Sometimes a little 
junket is left over and is usually wast- 
ed. Here is a nice way of using ft: 
One cupful of coconnut, one cupful of 
eurd from which the whey has been 
poured, one cupful of cream, two yolks 
of eggs and one cupful «of sugar. Place 
all in a saucepan op the fire and stir 
till thick; then pourinto a buttered pie 
dish and bake slowly for ten minutes.

Fruit Sandwiches. 

Fruit sandwiches are more generally 
used than they used to be and are so 
delicious that they ought to form a 


part of every sandwich repast. They 
satisfy a natural craving for sweets 
and are more wholesome and more 


easily made than cakes or candies 
Dates can be made into many savory 
pastes for sandwich filling. Make the 
foundation by stoning the dates and 
running them through the meat chop- 
per. ‘To a pound of this paste add the 
juice of an orange and the pulp that 
squeezes ont with it, rub it smooth 
und spread between buttered bread. 
To a balf cupful of dates add a quar: 
ter cupful of chopped English walnut 


meats and a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice and spread between buttered 
bread 

Short Cuts. 


A quick way to warm plites in cold 
weather is to dip them in hot water. 
Dry jn 4 dish rack or with a towel, In- 
vert the handles of knives, forks and 
spoons in a pitcher of hot water to 
warin them
